“We have neither criticism. to 
make nor excuses to offer.

tributed. 

“We conducted our proceed- 
ings under well recognized labor

“The method of procedure 
adopted by the Policy Commit- 
tee at the meeting is that no 
men on any railroad, even 
though includded in the settle- 
ment at this time, are to return 
to work until they have received 
the necessary directions from 
their respective system federa- 
tions.

and his road. 

The agreement requires the signa- 
tory roads to find places for all re- 
turned strikers within 30 days after 
it becomes effective. Strikers wh92 
have committed acts of violence are 
not protected in the agrement to 
restore former jobs to employes. « 

Early Return Predicted. 

J. A. Franklin, president of the 
boiler makers, said a great number 
of shopmen probably will be back at 
their old jobs within a week. 

W. H. Finley, president of the 
Chicago & Northwestern, one of ihe 
big systems included in the agree- 
ment, said the road would make a 
settlement with its shopmen today. 

Through early settlements on some 
lines, followed by subsequent agree- 


yments with others not yet included 


among the willing roads, there wiil 
probably be a gradual return to 
work, Jewell said. He admitted that 
the shopmen face stubborn op 
tion from some roads whose offi 
announced they were through wah 
negotiations.

Frans was near death 
for several weeks, but finally re- 
covered, though the bullet never 
was located. 

Frans in time became Chief of 
Police. He is a Democrat and when 
Herbert Hadley became Governor 
and the political complexion of. the 
Police Commission was changed, 
Frans resigned. Since then he has 
held several other offices, including 
that of County Treasurer and at the 
August primary he was nominated 
by the Democrats for a county 
judgeship.

ject to “spells” whieh have con- 
fined him to his bed for weeks at a 
time. It was not believed. the 
trouble was caused by the bullet in 
his head.

“We arraign ‘the 
present State government for 
willful infraction of the rights of 
the citizens ordained by the 
Constitution of the United 
States and the State of Mis- 
souri. In this constitutional 
Government we have more to 
fear from the vice of arbitrary 
power than from all other vices 
combined. The . Constitution 
must be respected and obeyed 
by every public offici and of- 
ficial oppression should be vig- 
orously punished.
